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Detailed Action 

The amendment filed on 7-17-1006 has been entered. 

Drawings Objection 

The drawings are objected to because the lines and numbers are not uniformly 
thick and well defined (poor lines quality). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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Claims Objection 

Claims 26-30 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

(1) In claim 26, line 3, "the housing" should read -the handle housing-. 

(2) In claims 26 and 27, line 8, "said at least one vibration-reducing spring 
element" should read -said at least one vibration-reducing element-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sate in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 27, 28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Naslund (U.S. Patent No. 5,038,480). 

Naslund shows the claimed invention in which a vibration-reducing element 
includes a rubber hollow damping element (10), and a threaded adjusting element (19) 
in communication with the vibration-reducing element. Further, the hollow damping 
element (10) is filled with a gas (i.e. the air in the cavity 12 of the hollow damping 
element) as claimed. 



Claim Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this. title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Naslund 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,038,48). 

Naslund's handheld implement shows all the claimed structure except the hollow 
damping element (10) is made of elastic, elastomer material rather than plastic. 
The claimed plastic damping element is not patentably distinct over Naslund's rubber 
damping element, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the 
art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a 
matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 1 25 USPQ 416. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 26 is objected but would be allowable if amended to overcome the 
objection as set forth.
